user logs on the network system, and selects 
the execution of a function 
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main program hands over parameter control 
right to BIOS via a SMI call 



BIOS encodes and rearranges parameters stored 
in address space A, and then stores the 
parameters according to a different sequence 
in address space B 
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and handover of parameter control right to 
auxiliary program 



auxiliary program extracts and decodes ^ 
parameter data via parameter addresses 
internally set, thus recovering the parameters 
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
